HAZARDS AFFECTING COASTAL WATERS 


Gale warning is in effect over the northern and western seaboards of Northern Luzon (2.6 to 4.5 m). Sea travel is 
risky for small sea crafts over these waters. 
Moderate to rough seas (1.5 to 3.5 m) will be experienced over the western seaboard of Northern Luzon. Mariners 
of small seacrafts are advised to take precautionary measures when venturing out to sea. Inexperienced mariners 
should avoid navigating in these conditions. 


Over the West Philippine Sea, “DANTE” will continue moving generally north northwestward or northward in the 
next 12 hours before turning north northeastward tomorrow morning and northeastward tomorrow afternoon or 
evening. “DANTE” will be over the Bashi Channel tomorrow afternoon or evening. 

“DANTE?” is forecast to remain tropical storm in the next 12 hours. It will weaken into a tropical depression tomorrow 
and into a remnant low on Saturday.
